For 31 Years 

Recently the Atlanta Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion celebrated the 3lst anniversary of its 
founding. It was in 1909 that the organization 
was formally created and launched upon a 
career of service to humanity, in Atlanta and 
vicinity, that now constitutes one of the most 
remarkable of stories of patient and construc- 
tive work to overcome one of modern man’s 


most dreaded scourges. 

Today the work has reached a wider scope 
than ever before in the association history. 
Programs for the prevention of tuberculosis, 
as well as for its cure, are in active operation 
in all parts of Fulton county. 

Present concentration is laid upon an “early 
diagnosis education” campaign. As in all dis- 
eases, early discovery of the infection is vitally 
important and oftentimes means the differ- 
ence between cure and death. The importance 


of early treatment cannot be too strongly 


stressed. 

When the first committee opened the first 
anti-tuberculosis clinic in Atlanta, two years 
prior to the creation of the present association, 
there were 16 patients. Since January 1 of this 
year, 2,399 patients have been admitted to the 
association clinic. 

Great work has been done during the 31 
years. Great strides have been made in the 
campaign to wipe out the disease. Yet, faced 
with difficult economic and social problems, 
the prevalence of tuberculosis today constitutes 
a challenge to all wise builders of a better 
humanity, a challenge that is best met through 
the experienced and organized activities of the 


tuberculosis association. 


Employment Week 

President Roosevelt has designated the first 
seven days of May as Nat onal Employment 
Week. It is to bea speciay period set aside for 
nationwide concentratiow on/ the problem of 
finding jobs, in private industry as far as pos- 
sible, for the men and women, young and old, 
who constitute en masse what has almost 
come to be accepted as a permanent problem. 

One of the most encouraging governmental 
reports for a long time was the statement, 
rade Sunday, that more than a million and 
a quarter workers have voluntarily left the 
rolls'of the WPA during the past 12 months. 
It is the natural presumption they have left 
to accept private employment. 

Despite the qualification by Colonel F. C. 
Harrington, commissioner of works projects, 
that many who thus leave are later forced to 
return to the WPA the fact that 100,000 are 
deserting its roster monthly cannot but be en- 
couraging. Though some of the private em- 
ployment does prove to be temporary in type, 
a temporary job is far better than none, 

In Atlanta, as a feature of Youth Week, now 
in progress, a job clinic will be held. Intended 
primarily for young people, there is, however, 
no special age limitation and anyone seeking 
work is invited to attend. There will be spe- 
cial career movies shown and there will be 
private interviews with businessmen and oc- 
cupational counsellors for all who desire. 

Of recent months there has been a much 
more intensive effort to provide worthwhile 
jobs. The nation seems to be awakening to the 
fact that temporary relief jobs do not consti- 
tute any sort of cure for the unemployment 
problem. Only by finding room for the unem- 
ployed in business and industry can the prob- 
lem be intelligently approached. 

This demands, of course, fullest co-opera- 
tion by prospective employers, by occupational 
leaders and by the work-seekers themselves, 

With improving business conditions, how- 
ever, taking an average of 100,000 a month off 
the WPA rolls and with all of us approaching 
the problem of job-finding on a more intelli- 
gent and less emotional basis, there is strong 
ground for hope that the problem of the un- 
employed may, in not too long a time, be solved 
or, at worst, drastically lessened. 


That strange romance between congress 
and economy ends in the modern manner.
